Hearings Seen Near 


The Cordiner Plan, shunted aside by 
the Budget Bureau, has gained new sup- 
port outside the Administration, as pre- 
liminary preparations were being made 
in the Senate for the start of pay hear- 
ings by a special Armed Services Sub- 
committee. 

The Governors Conference at Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., this week unanimously 
endorsed a resolution calling for quick 
action on the “pay for merit” program 
advocated by Chairman Ralph J. Cor- 
diner and his Advisory Committee asso- 
ciates. 

As the Governors were taking this im- 
portant action—a kickoff for efforts to 
gain wide public support for the revo- 
lutionary pay scheme—reports circulated 
on Capitol Hill that the Senate Subcom- 
mittee headed by John Stennis (D-Miss.) 
might launch its inquiry on or about 8 
July. 

There was some fear, however, that 
forthcoming debate on civil rights legis- 
lation in the Senate might delay the start 
of the pay hearings.

80,000 VIE FOR REGULAR ARMY-AF BILLETS 


The first of more than 20,000 FY '58 appointments of Reserve officers on 
active duty in the Regular Army and Regular Air Force are slated to reach 
Capitol Hill next week. President Eisenhower will name about 1,000 Army 
officers for Regular ranks—mostly as lieutenants, but with some captains and 
majors also. The list will be published in next week’s issue of THE JOURNAL. 

There had been some hope the Army nominations would reach the Senate 
this week, but last minute delays occurred. 

More than 22,000 Army officers applied for Regular status. The initial in- 
crement of 1,000 appointments will be followed by about 4,500 more early in 
1958. All told, the Army plans to make 5 appointments in permanent colonel 
rank, 130 as lieutenant colonel, 975 as major, 2,440 as captain, 1,450 as first 
lieutenant and 500 as second lieutenant. 

The Air Force will begin consideration on 8 July of more than 59,000 appli- 
cations for Regular billets, with authorization for as many as 19,644 appoint- 
ments. Likelihood is that the Air Force, 
over 7,000 appointments, will reduce the initial increment somewhat, possibly

The Navy leads the field with five of its 
11 known missiles already installed on 
Fleet ships and planes. Two of the 
Army’s nine missiles—the Nike-Ajax and 
the Corporal—are operational, and two 
of the nine Air Force missiles—the Mata- 
dor and Falcon—are assigned to fighting 
units.

The threat on Capitol Hill of 
slashes in the fiscal '58 budget have 
brought sharp reminders from Pen- 
tagon leaders of the consequences. 


Speaking 20 June at graduation 
ceremonies for the Army War Col- 
lege, Carlisle Barracks, Pa., Secre- 
tary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker gave this reminder: 

“You should know that at least 
three times in the past 45 years 
public clamor for budget slashing 
has resulted in letting down Amer- 
ica’s guard and we have paid dearly 
each time for our folly. 

“In 1916 the Army was down to 
about 108,000, and World War I 
came with a terrific cost. 

“In 1940 the Armv

War II came with staggering cost. 

“In 1950 the Korean Wear found 
us with only about 590,000 in the 
Army, and again we were unpre- 
pared for war. Again it cost billions 
and billions of dollars and over 142,- 
000 in killed, wounded, and missing. 

“Do these lessons in recent years 
mean anything to you when we 
see a modern effort by many mis- 
guided individuals to repeat the 
“sacking” of our Armed Forces? 
Particularly bad is the timing of 
this meat axe wielding which 
comes at a time when America 
should be powerful and leading 
from strength in our dealings with 
the Soviet bloc. 

“Ts there anvone who has a 
greater stake in this matter than an 
Army officer who has dedicated his 
career to the military service of his 
country?”

Congressman Charges Navy With “Police 
State” Tactics In Retirement Decision 


Representative Joel T. Broyhill (R-Va), 
has charged the Navy with “police state” 
tactics in dropping an officer from the re- 
tired rolls after his conviction on a man- 
slaughter charge. 

Details of the case first were disclosed 
in THE JOURNAL (27 April). 

In a letter to Secretary of the Navy 
Thomas S. Gates, jr.. Congressman Broy- 
hill noted that the officer’s retired pay 
“was a portion of the payment made in 
return for his services over the past 30 
years.” He said “I cannot see how it could 
be conditioned upon his good behavior 
during the remainder of his life after 
retirement.” 

The officer, a retired Navy commander, 
was sentenced by a civilian court to five 
years’ imprisonment on a manslaughter 
conviction less than a year after his re- 
tirement. The President, acting on the 
advice of the Navy, dropped the officer 
from the retired rolls. 

Congressman Broyhill told the Navy 
Secretary that “Such control exercised

over the entire life of a person is far 
closer to a ‘police state’ situation than 
is intended under our Constitution or 
directed under any law passed by Con- 
gress.” 

He said the Navy “in its apparent de- 
sire to give more punishment” to the 
officer “than assessed by a court of law, 
has placed a heavier burden on the inno- 
cent wife and children than on the re- 
tiree.” 

Representative Broyhill is a member 
of the House Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice Committee which is expected to take 
up legislation to prevent such action on 
the part of the Government. 

Meanwhile, he has asked the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to reconsider his de- 
cision in this specific case. He said he 
knows the Secretary will want to con- 
sider the effect of his action “upon those 
who are considering a career in the 
Navy.” 

Cdr. L. L. Meier, USN, Administrative 
Aide to Secretary Gates, has advised Con- 
gressman Broyhill that the problem “is 
receiving prompt attention.” 

VAdm. James L. Holloway, jr., USN, 
Deputy CNO for Personnel, has admitted 
(THE JOURNAL, 11 May) that in such cases 
“the individual’s often completely inno- 
cent family is being punished to a great- 
er extent than he as regards to loss of the 
bare necessities of life.’”” Expressing his 
“purely personal” views in a letter to the 
House Armed Services Committee, the 
DCNO also said “it is desirable to in- 
culeate in service families the feeling 
that retirement pay is earned and can 
be depended upon, not that such pay can 
be cut off at any time due to circum- 
stances which may often be entirely out-

Door to Door Service 
For Air Force Families 


The Air Force is moving about 50 per 
cent of all members’ uncrated household 
goods overseas under a new system which 
is faster, safer, more economical and re- 
quires less handling. 


Known as Motor Van-Sea Van and 
Motor Van-Air, the new system is an im- 
provement over the conventional pack- 
and-crate method. One moving company 
is held responsible for the household 
goods from the time they are picked up 
at the home or quarters in the Z. I. until 
they are delivered to the overseas ad- 
dress. The new service for officers, air- 
men and civilians enables the household 
goods to move on a single Government 
bill of lading through the facilities of 
one carrier and his agents. 


This door-to-door service—one of many 
actions taken by the AF to improve the 
movement of AF members, their depend- 
ents and their possessions to overseas 
Sstations—recently became available to 
those on orders to Italy and Libya, and 
those moving from Japan to Hawaii. 
Countries to which the service already 
had been established include: Germany, 
Puerto Rico, Alaska, Hawaii (from the 
United States), Japan, Okinawa and 
Guam. All of these are serviced by Motor 
YVan-Sea Van. Motor Van-Air is avail- 
able to Alaska and Puerto Rico. 


England, Spain, the Philippine Islands, 
France, and Turkey are under considera- 
tion for Motor Van-Sea Van service, and 
Panama Canal Zone for Motor Van-Air 
movement.

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D. C. RETIRED MAY GET $10,000 TAX BREAK 


_The House of Representatives has voted a tax cut for Washington, D. C. 
residents who are on the disability retired rolls of the Armed Forces. 


The proposal, if approved by the Senate, will save military families an esti- 


Federal income tax laws, and the laws of a number of States, currently 
exempt all disability retired pay from income taxation. Washington residents, 
however, currently are taxed on their disability retired pay. 

The tax bite was not large in the past because the District offered all tax- 
Payers a $4,000 deduction. This was changed in 1956, however, and the income 
tax rate was increased substantially. 

The House-approved law exempts all military disability retired pay from 
D. C. income taxes. It is contained in an omnibus tax measure which passed 
the House this week and went to the Senate. 
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Senate Committee Launches Procurement 
Hearings; Small Business Policies Hit 


The Senate Small Business Commit- 
tee launched hearings this week on De- 
fense Department procurement policies 
affecting small-business suppliers to the 
military services.

He said, “With big business 
monopolizing over 95 per cent:of this 
type of contract, it’s no surprise to me 
that the small firms are experiencing 
greater and greater difficulty in obtain- 
ing a fair share of the production con- 
tracts growing out of this research ac- 
tivity.” 

Air Force witnesses were scheduled to 
appear as THE JOURNAL went to press.

Construction At Bases Throughout World 


A $1.6 billion military construction pro- 
gram for the new fiscal year beginning 
on 1 July won unanimous approval of 
the House Armed Services Committee 
this week. 

New construction authority approved 
by the Committee gives the Air Force 
the lion’s share. Here are the totals for 
new money in the bill: Air Force, $727,- 
764,000; Navy-Marine Corps, $391,095,000, 
and Army, $297,714,000. 

In addition, the Committee added $21,- 
341,000 to the $126 million ceiling on con- 
struction for the Air Force Academy, and 
increased prior authority for each of the 
Services as follows: Army, $28,885,000; 
Navy-Marine Corps, $42,648,000; Air 
Force, $114,962,000. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Armed Services 
Committee is completing its hearings on 
the Senate military construction measure 
and is expected to report out soon. 


Both proposals face floor action and 
possible conference before enactment. 
Funds to get the program underway will 
be requested separately by the Adminis- 
tration in a supplemental appropriations 
bill. 

The $1.6 billion program is in addition 
to the $33.5 billion military budget ap- 
proved by the House. It provides for new 
construction, modernization and im- 
provements at naval and military instal- 
lations throughout the world. 


The Committee left intact (except for 
two minor changes) Pentagon plans to 
spend $54.5 million for family housing. 
The Air Force agreed to eliminate 139 
units which it no longer needs and the 
Committee dropped 28 units scheduled 
for construction at Wendover AFB, 
Utah. The appropriated funds housing 
orovided in the construction bill is in 
addition to the multi-million dollar Cape- 
hart program.

Deep Freeze AF Unit 


The 63d Troop Carrier Wing (H), 
based at Donaldson AFB, Greenville, 
S..C., has been designated the Air Force 
Task Unit during Operation Deep Freeze, 
III, which begins 1 July. 

The Wing, led by Col. E. W. Hampton, 
USAF, will furnish airlift and airdrop 
capability in the Antarctic during the 
period September 1957 to April 1958. 

Commanded by Maj. Dixon J. Arnold, 
JSAF, the 53d Troop Carrier Squadron 
(H) will provide eight C-124 Globe- 
masters to execute the mission. 

The Air Force Task Unit will be led 
by Col. William C. Forwood, USAF, 
Commander, 61st Troop Carrier Group 
(H) at Donaldson. The unit will operate 
from Harewood International Airport, 
Christchurch, New Zealand.

fense Charles E. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson will be interrogated close- 
ly, since it is public knowledge that he 
asked the Budget Bureau to give him a 
green light to seek legislation that would 
implement major Cordiner Committee 
recommendations, but was rebuffed. 


The Secretary subsequently ordered 
that $49 million enlisted “proficiency 
pay” program be initiated by adminis- 
trative action. The Services this week 
were awaiting final action on the fiscal 
‘58 budget before issuing rules to put 
this in effect. 

Secretary Wilson has stated that un- 
less the Senate restores some personnel 
funds cut by the House “proficiency 
pay” plans could be jeopardized. 

Cordiner Plan advocates are hopeful 
that before Congress adjourns, the 
Stennis Subcommittee will be able to 
get a pay study under way on Capitol 
Hill.

The Army has issued a ruling in Cir- 
cular 145-3 concerning the practice at 
some civilian institutions of voluntary 
paying PMST’S and members of their 
military staff stipends or fees “for the 
performance of services or duties as fac- 
ulty members that are in addition to and 
not part of their official duties as as- 
signed military personnel.” 


The Army says it “regards this prac- 
tice as purely an institutional concern, 
and does not desire to influence it or 
interfere with it any way.” 


The Circular quotes the law concern- 
ing salaries for Government officials and 
employees, then adds: 

The Judge Advocate General has rendered 
the following opinion with respect to the 
above law and the tendering and acceptance 
of stipends or fees indicated in paragraph 1:

side the knowledge and beyond the con- 
trol of the retired person’s wife and chil- 
dren.” 

Here is the full text of Congressman 
Broyhill’s letter to Secretary Gates: 
‘‘Dear Mr. Gates, 

“T am enclosing a letter from Mrs, R. B. 
Rueger, 706 South Fayette, Alexandria, Va., 
which is self-explanatory. I cannot under- 
stand how the Department of the Navy can 
find justification for cancelling Mr. Rueger’s 
pension in this case. The right to the an- 
nuity was a portion of the payment made in 
return for his services over the past 30 years. 

“TIT cannot see how it could be conditioned 
upon his good behavior during the remainder 
of his life after retirement. 

“The Department of the Navy evidently 
enjoyed the equal value of his labors in re- 
turn for pay and allowance given him along 
with the credit to an annuity he earned, Your 
contract for his service was completed upon 
his separation. In equity there is no valid 
reason for reneging on your bargain. 

“Should there be a continuing increase in 
the annuity in return for meeting certain re- 
quirements after retirement I could possibly 
understand a continuing control over the an- 
nuity. However, there is no contractual bene- 
fit given to Mr. Rueger in compensation for 
the right the Navy has taken to revoke their 
contract whenever they see fit. 

“SUCH CONTROL exercised over the en- 
tire life of a person is far closer to a ‘police 
state’ situation than is intended under our 
constitution or directed under any law passed 
by Congress. I do not believe this regulation 
would be allowed to stand if it were abused 
in this perspective. 

‘“‘An extreme hardship has been created in 
this instance. You are no doubt well aware 
of the details of how this family’s lifetime 
savings have been wiped out, the family 
wage earning capacity destroyed, and the 
only other source of revenue, his Navy an- 
nuity, revoked. The penalty has fallen equal- 
ly heavy on his wife and children, and in 
fact the Department of the Navy, in its ap- 
parent desire to give more punishment to 
Mr. Rueger than assessed by a court of law, 
has placed a heavier burden on the innocent 


wife and children than on the retiree. 
“IN VIEW OF THE CIRCUMSTANCES, 
and as I am personally interested in the 


case, I would be grateful if your attention 
could be given to a reconsideration of the 
decision made by your staff members. I am 
sure you will also reach the conclusion that 
this regulation is unjust in his application. I 
hope you will take prompt measures to re- 
store the annuity for which Mr. Rueger gave 
30 years of loyal service to the Department 
of the Navy. I know you will also want to 
consider the effect of this regulation, which 
has been widely publicized, upon those who 
are considering a career in the Navy, The 
annuity is an important factor and recruit- 
ing is not an easy task. Thanking you, I am 
sincerely, 
‘Joel T. Broyhill”’

Air Force Gives ROPA 
Promotions To 13,000 


The Air Force has chosen more than 
13,000 Reserve officers for permanent ad- 
vancement to lieutenant colonel, major 
and captain, under terms of the Reserve 
Officer Personnel Act. 

In making its selections, the Air Force 
considered majors who will have had 
seven years of promotion service in 
grade and 21 years of total service by 
30 June 1958. Captains were required to 
have seven years in grade and 14 years 
of total service, while 1st lieutenants 
needed four years in grade and seven 
years of service. 

Of the total number named for in- 
creased rank, 4,292 are on active duty 
and 8,920 are on inactive duty. The num- 
bers of active duty officers named are: 
to lieutenant colonel, 486; to major, 
1,613; and, to captain, 2,193. Numbers of 
inactive duty officers selected are: to 
lieutenant colonel, 1,196; to major, 3,104; 
and, to captain, 4,620.

This Is AF Program For New Year 


HE Air Force, which had been building in FY ’57 to a force of 137 wings, including 

50 Strategic, 32 Air Defense, and 55 Tactical Wings, will be shooting for a revised 
strength of 128 wings in the new fiscal year. 

This will include 45 Strategic wings—a loss of five fighter bomber units—32 Air 
Defense wings, the same as in FY ’57, and 51 Tactical wings, four less than in the 
137-wing force. 

AIR FORCE OFFICIALS call the 128 wing structure “a transition force’, with 
missiles slated to take an increasingly important role in all combat elements. Testi- 
fying before the Senate Appropriations Committee, Maj. Gen. Daniel F. Callahan, 
USAF, Assistant for Programming, Deputy Chief of Staff, Operations, said recently 
of the FY ’58 targets: 

“For the first time missiles, weapons of proven usefulness, take their place in the 
major combat units which comprise our air strength. With the passage of time—and 
perhaps less time than some would think—this new trend will assume greater sig- 
nificance.” 

Detailing changes in the Air Force force level, General Callahan noted that the 
loss of five Strategic fighter wings, and the tactical bomb and three fighter bomb 
wings from the Tactical Forces, will follow changes made during FY ’57 in the 137- 
wing organization as first presented to Congress. 

THE GROSS REDUCTION, he pointed out, will be 14 wings, censisting of six 
Strategic fighter and fighter reconnaissance, two fighter interceptor, one tactical 
bomb, 2 fighter bomb and three day fighter bomb wings. 

Included in the new force structure are five combat wings consisting of four troop 
carrier assault wings and one tactical missile wing—a net reduction of nine wings.

IME Magazine recently stated that 
“To the U. S. public, which pays for 
it, the $16 billion-a-year U. S. Air Force 
js almost a phantom military organiza- 


tion.” 
It is under- 
standable that 


the public con- 
ception of a jet- 
age Air Force is 
a sleek fighter 
or swept-wing 
bomber. streak- 
ing through “the 
wild blue yon- 
der” at unbe- 
lieveable speeds 
and heights. 

Too, it is rea- 
sonable that 
the man-on-the- 
street philoso-

quarter items involved in their support. 

NEARLY TWO-THIRDS of the total 
Air Force appropriation channels through 
the giant Air Materiel Command, the 
supply arm of our flying forces, with 
ground servicing equipment and vehicles 
absorbing a big portion of those dollars. 

It is no doubt difficult for many to 
comprehend the necessity of a billion 
dollar inventory of “rolling stock” in the 
nation’s globe scattered supersonic Air 
Force but not one of Uncle Sam’s formid- 
able Starfighters or Stratojets could rise 
to the challenge without the tug to pull 
it into position, the refueller to feed its 
tanks, the starter to turn its engines, the 
snow plow to clear its runways, the crash 
truck on stand-by or a score of other 
ground support items.

dred categories embracing a total of some 
200,000 separate vehicles. 

How many and what types of vehicles 
will a combat commander in Germany 
need tomorrow, next year or in 1960 in 
a world enveloped in constant change? 


How long will a vehicle last under nor- 
mal operating conditions or in frozen 
wastelands or sand strewn deserts? 

These and other requirement factors 
must be answered and that is where 
Memphis is meeting the test through the 
commodity management concept, elec- 
tronic computing and other advanced 
management systems. 


THE COMMODITY MANAGEMENT 
CONCEPT is simply this: 

For each grouping of like vehicle types 
there is an assigned expert. If informa- 
tion is needed on crash trucks, you ask 
the manager for crash trucks. It makes 
no difference whether it involves re- 
quirements, control, interchangeability or 
any other function, this manager is “Mr. 
Crash Truck.” 


In accomplishing such a complex ad- 
ministrative mission, individual control 
is mandatory. When a manager takes over 
a commodity, he is responsible for it from 
the time it enters the system until it 
leaves. It is a cradle to the grave concept. 

Memphis Air Force Depot has pio- 
neered in the application of electronic 
data processing systems to Air Force 
logistics problems. The Air Force world- 
wide vehicle inventory is an example of 
the information maintained on a current 
basis through this system, an IBM 705 
installed at Memphis in 1956. 

General E. W. Rawlings, AMC Com- 
mander, has stated: 


“ACCURATE AND RAPID DATA 
PROCESSING is the cornerstone of 
sound logistics. It is the basis for de- 
termining how much of what equipment 
is needed to perform a given mission; 
how much money will be required to 
procure it; how soon and in what quan- 
tities it will have to be replaced... 
Electronic data processing equipment 
appears to be the solution.” 

Electronic computer systems can show 
balances, record inventories and produce 
requirement computations in accuracy 
and detail never before possible. 

The annual budget estimate for ve- 
hicles is processed with this system, re- 
sulting in a computation giving separate 
line item requirements by individual or- 
ganization and time phased into the 





future commensurate with Air Force 
programmed objectives. 

Memphis, through assignment and con- 
trol of registration numbers, can pin- 
point a particular vehicle in Saudi Arabia 
or Mobile, Ala. This registration system 
gives each its own personality and assists 
in the assurance of adequate utilization 
of each individual vehicle. 


MAINTAINING A FLEET of 200,000 
vehicles is no corner garage operation. 
Continued surveillance of the fleet with 
regard to utilization, assuring exercise 
of proper management control, resolving 
mechanical deficiencies, and providing 
technical orders, manuals and operator 
handbooks are all integrated parts of the 
system—each mandatory, complex and 
equally important. 

From de-icers along the frozen DEW 
Line to giant runway sweepers on the 
scorched sands of North Africa, combat 
commanders rely on Memphis to keep 
’em rolling. Skilled technicians and main- 
tenance teams stand by to rush to re- 
mote areas of the globe to give assistance 
in unusual technical difficulties encoun- 
tered with vehicles more intricate and 
costly than many World War II aircraft. 

Through vehicle pilot automotive 
shops, continual developments and tests 
are conducted in new maintenance prac- 
tices. 

THE INTEGRATION OF GUIDED 
MISSILES into the Air Force arsenal 
reflects, strangely enough, on the vast 
ground vehicle fleet program, also. Once 
again the program must adjust to still 
another specialized support item. 

Vital is the multi-purpose and intri- 
cately adaptable handling truck which 
transports, refuels, launches and is 
equipped to perform basic maintenance 
for the TM-61 Matador. Another require- 
ment in this area is the special truck- 
mounted crane. Consequently, rapid ad- 
vancements in today’s airpower necessi- 
tate similar progress in ground power. 

Increasingly, we have been going out 
to our customers to determine their 
evolving requirements. We seek first- 
hand their reactions to equipment sup- 
plied; its condition, use and adaptability. 
Through first-hand reports and a closely 
edited customer service bulletin we main- 
tain constant and personal contact—be- 
coming immediately responsive to world- 
wide unit requirements. 

AIRLIFT is another vital element in 
our overall formula of support service. 
Initiation of logair, a system providing 
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airlift of priority shipments by a sched- 
uled air transport system operated by 
commercial carriers under contract to 
the Air Force, has increased the flexibil- 
ity of support. Priority vehicle spare 
parts or components may now reserve 
space on flights out of the Memphis Air 
Force terminal three times daily. 

Presently, three contractor operated 
storage sites are under Memphis juris- 
diction. They are located at Vancouver, 
Washington; Prairie, Mississippi; and 
Laurinburg, North Carolina. Equipping 
levels and unit stability at Air Force 
bases are now reaching a status permit- 
ting consideration to phasing out and 
consolidation of these vehicle storage 
areas. 

Certain maintenance responsibilities 
are conducted at these sites and at 
Memphis Air Force Depot proper with 
much overhaul, modification and other 
maintenance phases farmed out to private 
contractors.

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Better Odds In Korea. The United States 
and the United Nations have at last announced 
that they will do openly and above board what 
the Communist forces have been doing covertly 
—replace their outmoded pre-1953 equipment in 
Korea with modern weapons and strengthen our 
forces there. The wonder is that we waited so 
long to take the step. 

The extent of the Red Chinese and North Ko- 
rean build-up was revealed in THE JOURNAL, 31 
Dec. 1955, in an article by Lt. Gen, Laurence S. 
Kuter, USAF, Commander of the Far East Air 
Forces. He showed at that time the terrific han- 
dicap under which our forces there were operat- 
ing. We were still using early type F-86’s and 
the obsolete B-29’s. Meantime the Communist 
forces to the north, in open violation of the 
Armistice agreement, were replacing their earlier 
aircraft with up-to-date Russian-made jet air- 
craft. Furthermore, they were improving the 
runways of existing fields and opening new fields. 
In compliance with the agreement we were do- 
ing only maintenance work. The same proved 
true of the ground forces. The newest of Russian 
equipment was being supplied to the Red troops, 
while ours continued to use the same types and 
models with which we fought the Korean war, 
replacing it in kind when necessary. Red ground 
forces were being beefed up and added to while 
ours were merely being rotated, replacing man 
for man. 


Small wonder, then that when Maj. Gen. 
Homer L. Litzenberg, USMC, Senior UN Com- 
missioner, served notice on the Reds at Panmun- 
jom that the Allied Command would no longer 
be bound by the Red-ignored truce provision, the 
reaction was comparatively mild. The senior 
North Korean Armistice Commissioner, Maj. 
Gen. Chung Kook Rook, complained, but not as 
long nor as bitterly as he has over other issues 
in the past. The Chinese Communist Representa- 
tive, Maj. Gen. Im Yong, apparently anticipating 
the subject of the conference, didn’t even attend. 

The long delayed UN move offers hope of put- 
ting our forces and those of our Allies on a more 
nearly even footing with those of their enemies 
across the line. It should help to restore the mo- 
rale which suffered considerably from the handi- 
cap under which they had been forced to 
operate. 


Industry and. Defense. The high speeds of 
modern warfare and the destructive power of 
modern weapons are such that the productive 
capacity to supply the weapons and equipment 
of a war must exist now—we can never again 
count on building new plants and organizing the 
personnel to direct and operate them after a war 
has broken out. 

This is true of everything that goes into the 
material support of the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard, from shoes, cloth- 
ing and food to vehicles, weapons, and ammuni- 
tion. 

The necessity for maintaining productive ca- 
pacity was impressed upon us by World War II. 
At the end of that conflict many industrial plants 
and great quantities of machine tools were re- 
tained by the Services and put on a standby basis. 
But when the Korean war struck and many of 
these plants were turned over to manufacturers 
it became apparent that this was not the whole 
answer. New machine tools were needed to re- 
place the older and in some instances obsolete 
tools in the standby plants, so that immediate 
production was not possible. Only plants mod- 
ernly equipped, manned, and in operation can 
do the job properly. 

Fortunately, the buildup for Korea and the 
determination not to be caught again so unpre- 
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pared has given us a fine industry for the con- 
struction of modern aircraft, engines, warships, 
tanks, missiles, and other weapons of war. 

In the non-military, consumer type of supplies, 
which the military requires to fight a war just as 
the civilian population uses in its daily activities, 
such as food, textiles, construction supplies, trans- 
portation, etc., the United States is particularly 
fortunate. We are well supplied with the produc- 
tive capacity in all these categories—a capacity 


that can meet the needs of both the peace time 
and war time economy. 

Furthermore, there is a greater understanding 
than ever before on the part of all business anj 
industry of the vital part they play in our Na. 
tional Defense. They realize that they are part. 
ners with the Armed Forces as guardians of the 
nation’s security. The willingness of American 
business and industry to play their part in the 
defense effort is shown by those listing thei 
availability in THE JOURNAL’S annual Procure 
ment Directory, published in this issue. 

Vital as skilled and trained manpower is, it 
would be powerless without the business and in. 
dustrial organizations to keep it constantly sup. 
plied with the arms and equipment needed t 
fight wars any place in the world.

From the ac- 
tion that was taken on the Cordiner 
Report, maybe their hands are tied 
by the Budget Bureau. 

But nobody has tied Congress’ 
hands. All I can say is that the sub- 
standard rental situation is a sorry 
thing, indeed. Congress should be 
ashamed.

75% Retired Pay 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I have been a subscriber to THE 
JOURNAL for 56 years with the ex- 
ception of a short time when I was 
abroad. If you want to do something 
for the older retired officers of the 
Armed Forces, I request that you 
publish the inclosed and be good 
enough to suggest that all of your 
subscribers who agree with it, clip it 
out and mail to their Congressman 
or Senator: 

At long last, the Powers That Be 
in Washington realize the necessity 
for more liberal treatment of the 
Armed Forces if they are to attract 
the type of personnel we must have 
to keep our country free. The offi- 
cers in those forces must, first of all, 
be restored to their pristine respect 
and dignity; and they must, in the 
matter of pay and living standards, 


be restored to a position of parity 
with other citizens on the basis of 
equal pay for comparative responsi- 
bilities. That is all they ask. Their 
dangers and discomforts cannot be 
measured in dollars and cents. Those 
who choose a military career accept 
them as a matter of patriotism. But, 
as to pay and security, the welfare 
of their children must be considered 
because there is little opportunity 
for their parents to leave them any 
substantial inheritance. Therefore, 
one of the most important factors 
considered by intelligent men when 
trying to decide whether they will 
choose a military career, is the 
financial security it offers after they 
become incapacitated for active serv- 
ice because of old age or “disability 
incurred in line of duty.” 

Formerly, that security was pro- 
vided by a guaranteed seventy-five 
per cent of the active duty pay of 
the grade in which the officer was 
retired. However, Congress changed 
that law because of its abuse by a 
few officers whose retirement “be- 
cause of disability incurred in line 
of duty’ was questionable; and 
which, no doubt, was attributable to 
an altogether too liberal recom- 
mendation by their Medical Retiring 
Boards. 

In curing that situation, Congress, 
in 1949, placed the welfare of all of- 
ficers retired for physical disability, 
in the hands of widely separated Re- 
tiring Boards whose standards are 
far from uniform. Some are overly 
lenient, some are drastically strict, 
some err in judgment and some, in 
particular instances, are prejudiced 
one way or another. Therefore, the 
degree of disability awarded by these 
boards in similar cases, vary to such 
an extent that many officers are 
forced to resort to an alternate 
method of computing the per cent 
of active duty pay to which they are 
entitled under the new law. That

is, by multiplying their number of 
years of active service by two and 
one half. And this, more often than 
not, amounts to less than the seven: 
ty-five per cent to which they were 
entitled when they elected to enter 
the service. 

It is too much to expect that Cor- 
gress will ever restore the seventy: 
five per cent rule, but it should, in 
all fairness, permit officers who were 
legitimately retired on account of 
disability incurred in line of duty, to 
multiply their number of years of 
active duty by three instead of the 
presently stipulated two and one half 
in computing their retired pay, pr 
vided; that such pay shall, in no cas¢, 


exceed seventy-five per cent of the F 


pay of the grade they occupy on the 
retired list. This is particularly 
needed when these officers reach a 
age or become so incapacitated that 
they cannot be gainfully employed 
and who therefore are subject to the 
increasing cost of the cares inherent! 
in the infirmities of old age and los 
of health. 

This would mean that only thos 
officers who have given a minimun 
of twenty-five years of the best patt 
of their lives in the armed forces 
would receive the seventy-five Pé& 
cent of their active duty pay which, 
in a few remaining cases, was gual 
anteed to them when they entered 
the service. Furthermore, they must 
be beyond the age for gainful em 
ployment—or, so physically incapact 
tated that their needs exceed theif 
present pay. Such a change in the 
law would do much to provide the 
incentive that is necessary in thes 
days of inflation and ever-decreasiné 
purchasing power of fixed salaries 
The age at which one may be cor 


sidered unemployable, might fairl} 


be fixed at sixty-four, the forme 

compulsory age for retirement.

THE FAR EAST COMMAND, which 
was established 1 January 1947 and re- 
organized on 28 April 1952 when the 
Treaty of Peace came into effect, will be 
inactivated 1 July. Many of its respon- 
sibilities will be assumed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Pacific, Adm. Felix 
Stump, USN, who will have overall com- 
mand of U. S. military forces throughout 
the Pacific area with his headquarters 
in Hawaii.

Artillery Board Tests New Equipment 
From Grid Sheets to Atomic Shells

UR business is testing. We work on 

new equipment for the Artillery 
with the critical attitude of a buyer to 
determine whether or not the equip- 
ment should be issued to Field Artillery 
troops. We have tested complicated and 
expensive systems like the Corporal 
Missile and simple’ items like new grid 
sheets. Each test is important in its 
own field. Each item approved by the 
Artillery Board represents an improve- 
ment in the capabilities of the Field 
Artillery. 

The basic mission of testing has many 
side lights. They are best illustrated by 
a simple review of the steps of develop- 
ment of a new item showing where the 
Artillery Board participates. 

Anyone may develop or discover a re- 
quirement for a new piece of equipment. 
If the requirement is approved by the 
Commanding General, United States 
Continental Army Command it is sent 
to the Artillery Board, which is one of 
his agencies. The Board then carefully 
describes and defines the new item in a 
document called Military Characteristics. 
These “MC’s” become the basis of a 
technical service contract for construc- 
tion. The Board monitors the manufac- 
ture of the item. We often inspect draw- 
ings, examine mock-ups, and watch tech- 
nical tryouts and tests. Finally, we re- 
ceive the item for our own tests. 


THE REAL INFLUENCE that the 
Board has in this development cycle is 
the correction of faults and improve- 
ment of the item early in the program. 
It is a lot easier to change a drawing 
than to modify the final product. Our 
early comments save valuable time in 
getting equipment to the troops. 

User testing is not a simple process. 
Where the engineers use measurements 
we use judgment. An engineer can de- 
termine very easily whether a part will 
take the stress for which it was de- 
signed. However, we have to answer 
such questions as, “Is it too heavy?”, 
“Is it too complicated?” or “What over- 
all improvement does it offer?”. Surely 
measurements help us but in the final 
analysis Board recommendations are 
based upon judgment. 

To understand the Board’s work you 
must know its policies and methods of 
operation. All officers assigned have ex- 
tensive troop experience, a record of su- 
perior performance, and usually a spe- 
cialty qualification gained from expe- 
rience or special schooling. These offi- 
cers plan and conduct the tests. Each 
step in a test is a practical evaluation 
of how the item will react in a con- 
ceived tactical situation. By the end of 





a test the item will have performed all 
the functions required of it in combat. 


THE BOARD APPROACHES TESTS 
with a positive attitude. We try to make 
the equipment work, are pleased when 
it proves satisfactory, and sad when it 
shows deficiency. We give equipment a 
fair test, a hard test but we do not de- 
liberately try to break it. 

During a test the opinions of the en- 
listed men are important. The men re- 
act quickly to new equipment. They ex- 
press themselves freely, especially when 
they mash a finger in a new breech 
block. We consider enlisted men’s opin- 
ions in all our decisions. 

There is one important consideration 
in testing that all troops should appre- 
ciate. No item is perfect! With any 
piece of equipment you must buy its 
limitations along with its services. It is 
as simple as a pair of eyeglasses. They 
help you see but you must be careful 
not to drop them. The question of 
whether services performed exceed lim- 
itations is one of judgment that must be 
answered by the Board. 

The 280-mm gun is a practical illus- 
tration of the problem of services versus 
limitations. The gun will deliver an 
atomic explosion, accurately at a good 
long range. Its limitations are its 
weight, bulk and, therefore, limited mo- 
bility. In adopting the weapon the de- 
cision was—‘When used within its lim- 
itations it would still perform a valuable 
and necessary service.” 

The U. S. Army Artillery Board has 
completed and is still working on many 
interesting tests 


THE MISSILE DIVISION of the 
Board is located at Ft. Bliss, Texas. This 
Division is charged with testing all sur- 
face to surface rockets and guided mis- 
siles. Although all of their 14 projects 
are classified, two have limited release 
and can be mentioned here. These are 
the LaCrosse and Dart guided missile 
systems. It is fascinating to watch these 
missiles seek their targets with human 
intelligence and extreme accuracy. The 
rocket and guided missile field is large 
and new. All of us have a lot to learn 
about it. To improve missiles and re- 
duce their limitations will take some 
time. A little patience is required. Con- 
sider the cannon: we have improved it 
for 600 years and are not through yet. 

Headquarters and the other two Di- 
visions of the Board are located at Ft. 
Sill, Okla. The Materiel Division han- 
dies all supporting equipment. This in- 
cludes the subjects of meteorology, ra- 
dar, sound and flash ranging, survey, 
fire direction, atomic energy projectiles 
and artillery communication. 

A most interesting and difficult test 
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recently completed by the Materiel Di- 
vision of the Board was performed on 
the four new Artillery self-propelled 
weapons. The 105-mm Howitzer (M52), 
155-mm Howitzer (M44), 155-mm Gun 
(M53), and 8-Inch Howitzer (M55) are 
all heavy, full tracked, lightly armored, 
self-propelled weapons. Over four years 
was spent in a battle to increase relia- 
bility and reduce complexity of these 
items. Many changes were made in or- 
der to make them usable weapons. 


THE ATOMIC ENERGY PROJEC- 
TILE for the 280-mm Gun is probably 
the most exciting project that the Gun- 
nery Division has completed. Unfortu- 
nately, it is a classified item and all that 
can be said is that it is a good one. 

Occasionally during the prosaic test- 
ing of Artillery support items, dramatic 
results are obtained. This happened in 
the Gunnery Division’s test of the AN/- 
MPQ4 radar. Here was a mortar loca- 
ting radar of improved design compet- 
ing directly with the standard AN/- 
MPQ-10. Troops who use radar appreci- 
ate the fact that long inoperative times 
are required for maintenance. The Q4 
operated for 400 hours with only 20 
hours out for minor maintenance. It did 
its job too. 

The Artillery Board enjoys excellent 
relations with the US Army Artillery 
and Guided Missile School. The School 
is the guardian and developer of Artil- 
lery doctrine and technique. Equipment 
and technique must go hand in hand. 
Neither one has any significance with- 
out the other. And so the School and 
the Board, both located at Fort Sill, 
work closely together with a continuous 
exchange of information and advice. 


THE LAST IMPORTANT POINT to 
make for the understanding of Board 
functions is the fact that Board reports 
are an expression of the Board as a 
whole. It is not a one-man command in 
which reports reflect the Commander’s 
views only. A report of the US Army 
Artillery Board is the result of a com- 
plete review of all the data of a test by 
the senior officers assigned to the 
Board. These data are analyzed, and 
opinions solicited. The conclusions and 
recommendations of the report are a 
consensus of the Board members. Any- 
one who objects (including the Presi- 
dent of the Board) must write a minor- 
ity opinion. In other words, for the pur- 
pose of reporting, we function as a 
board and not as a command. 

Board work is intensely interesting. 
It requires a sound basis in Field Artil- 
lery and the ability to think logically. 
Any person assigned to the Board will 
find himself thinking and working in 
the future. At the end of his tour he will 
be three to five years ahead of the 
troops.

Defense and Industry 
Is Theme of Meeting 


The Third Annual Conference of the 
Armed Forces Management Association, 
held at Bolling AFB, D. C., stressed the 
theme “Defense and Industry.” 

Dr. Harvard L. Hull, Vice President 
of Litton Industries, spoke on use of 
scientists and engineers and how to in- 
crease their contribution to the world of 
today and tomorrow. Under Secretary of 
Labor, James T, O’Connell, was the 
luncheon speaker. His subject was the 
continued need for skilled and profes- 
sional manpower. 

Assistant Secretary of the Army, Hugh 
Milton II, told what the Army is doing 
to improve the use of the scientist in uni- 
form. Mr. Graeme Bannerman, Office of 
Naval Materiel, outlined what is being 
planned by the Services in the manage- 
ment of defense contracts, particularly 
as pertains to recruiting and advertising. 
Mr. William Weitzen, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary for Research and Develop- 
ment Operations, Air Force, spoke on 
management in the Air Force of Today. 

Three panel discussions covered the 
use of scientists and engineers, the man- 
agement of research and development ac- 
tivities and the administration of facili- 
ties maintenance. 

The panel on Utilization of Scientists 
and Engineers was moderated by Mr. 
William Cavanaugh, Executive Secre- 
tary, Engineering Manpower Commis- 
sion. Members were: Dr. Clark Good- 
man, Atomic Energy Commission; Dr. 
George Howard, Technical Director, En- 
gineering Development Laboratory, Fort 
Belvoir; Mr. George Hupman, Manager, 
Personnel Register and Placement Engi- 
neering Personnel Service, General Elec- 
tric; Dr. George von Peterffy, School of 
Business Administration, Harvard Uni- 
versity; and Mr. Vincent Roddy, Techni- 
cal Executive, Directorate of Research 
and Development, U. S. Air Force.

in common items of both supply and 
service. Within the Department of De- 
fense, the administrative and operational 
evils of such multiplication are to be 
avoided by consolidating all aspects of 
traffic management in a single agency 
—the Military Traffic Management 
Agency. 

Within the uniformed services, traffic 
management, has been almost tradition- 
ally a departmental responsibility. Over 
the years, each service—Army, Navy, and 
Air Force—has developed modifications 
of the basic traffic management concepts 
tailored to fit individual operating re- 
quirements and_ organizations. The 
fundamental idea of traffic management 
has remained unchanged within the mili- 
tary services, but the different missions 
and means allocated to perform such 
missions have led to highly individual- 
ized approaches to the same problem. 


Military vs. Industrial 


Traffic Management 

Without becoming too involved in a 
detailed analysis of traffic functions, 
traffic management may be considered 
the planning, procurement, and utiliza- 
tion of transportation services to the 
best possible advantage. This concept 
implies that, although the cheapest form 
of transportation is desirable, cost fre- 
quently must be accorded less consid- 
eration than obtaining the most efficient 
service utilized in the most effective 
manner possible. The cost of air express 
is cheap, indeed, if used to unjam a 
stalled assembly line. The industrial 
traffic manager, in consequence, is inter- 
ested in obtaining the lowest overall cost 
consistent with the needs of his firm. 
His job is to give the transportation busi- 
ness of his company to the carrier that 
meets his requirements from both the 
cost and service standpoint. The mili- 
tary services, however, must conform to 
certain principles both specified in reg- 
ulations and implied, which complicate 
somewhat the performance of traffic 
functions. 

Within the sphere of operational activ- 
ities, the industrial traffic manager is 
privileged to show as much preference 
as he desires to the carrier that pro- 
vides him with the rates and services he 
demands; the uniformed traffic manager, 
however, is forbidden to extend prefer- 
ential treatment to any particular mode 
of transportation. The private corpora- 
tion may utilize the services not only 
of railroads generally, but the services 
of a specific railroad. The military serv- 
ices must treat all carriers and modes of 
transportation as impartially as practi- 
cable, In addition, the military as a mat- 
ter of policy avoids competition with 
commercial carriers. 

The use of military-owned or operated 
transportation facilities for line-haul op- 
eration is permitted only when commer- 
cial services are either unobtainable or 
clearly inadequate. 

In exercising traffic management func- 
tions within the scope of these limita- 
tiors, each of the three services has de- 
veloped a modification of the manage- 
ment concept tailored to individual 
needs. Generally, the problems are the 
same: Impartial treatment of all modes 
of transportation, non-competition with 
commercial carriers, and the require- 
ment that the Government—and the tax- 
payer—must be provided with the most 
service for the transportation dollar. 


The Single Manager Concept 
Centralization of control, as a principle 
of organization, is by no means new. The 
tacticians learn early that unity of-com- 
mand is one of the basic means by which 
success is achieved on the battlefield; 
in conformity with this military axiom, 
the Transportation Corps has endeavored 
to maintain firm supervisory control 
while permitting operating agencies of 
the Department of the Army the free- 
dom and discretion to perform their jobs. 
Even beyond the specific field of traffic 
management, the obvious economies to 
be obtained by consolidating various 
functions frequently impels efforts at 
unification. Continuing reductions in per- 





sonnel, facilities, and budgetary allot- 
ments have made the achievement of 
operating economies of paramount im- 
portance. 

The “Single Manager” concept, which 
assigns to a specific individual or agency 
responsibility for a complete cycle of 
supply or service, was designed to main- 
tain operating effectiveness in conjunc- 
tion with maximum operating economy. 
The general idea of assigning traffic man- 
agement for all armed services to the 
Army was considered at length over 
seven years ago; but not until 1 July 
1956 were the several approaches to the 
overall problem of traffic management 
presented by the military departments 
reconciled. On that date, the single man- 
ager for military traffic management be- 
came an organizational reality with the 
establishment of the Military Traffic 
Management Agency. 

The new Agency faces tasks of truly 
heroic proportions. Within the Depart- 
ment of Defense, traffic management ac- 
tivities formerly occupied the attention 
of approximately 1400 persons in sixteen 
fields and five headquarters organization- 
al units, at a total expense of $7,500,000— 
not including personnel required to per- 
form traffic management activities at the 
installation level. Extensive duplication 
of effort was virtually unavoidable with 
the accompanying lack of economy at all 
echelons of command. 

One of the first problems faced in 
assigning the single manager responsi- 
bility was the selection of the appro- 
priate “home” service. The choice, in this 
case, was obvious. The Army offered in 
its Transportation Corps an organization 
both highly experienced in all phases of 
traffic management and possessed of a 
clearly defined group of career special- 
ists in the field. In response to the man- 
date from the Secretary of Defense, the 
Secretary of the Army—designated as 
the Single Manager for Traffic Manage- 
ment—directed the Chief of Transporta- 
tion to establish an operating organiza- 
tion to be known as the Military Traffic 
Management Agency. 

MTMA, as a Class II activity under the 
Chief of Transportation, is to assume all 
cost, management, and service functions 
of traffic management within the con- 
tinental United States that had formerly 
been provided by the Army’s Transporta- 
tion Corps; the Navy’s Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, and Bureau of Per- 
sonnel; the Supply Department of the 
Marine Corps; and the Air Materiel Com- 
mand of the Air Force. Shipping func- 
tions of a local nature will continue to 
be performed by individual installations 
subject to MTMA regulations and tech- 
nical supervision. 

A significant distinction has been made 
between traffic management and move- 
ment control. Formerly in the Army, the 
two terms were virtually synonymous; 
but no longer. Movement control remains 
with each military department in deter- 
mining what is to be moved, destina- 
tions, and time schedules; but traffic 
management—the how, or means by 
which these movements are to be made 
—rests with MTMA. 

Within the Department of Defense, 
the impact of MTMA was far-reaching. 
The emergency planning missions of the 
Joint Land Transportation Agency were 
assumed by the new organization. The 
number of field traffic agencies was re- 
duced from sixteen to but eight, and the 
number of headquarters elements from 
five to one. The total effect of the MTMA 
organization is to achieve a complete in- 
tegration of all headquarters and field 
traffic management functions of the 
three military departments within the 
Department of Defense. 


Problems of Coordination 

The armed forces of the nation face 
tasks which carry their activities into 
all corners of the globe. Coordination of 
the requirements of the three military 
departments for transportation within 
the United States is complicated not only 
by the differing missions of the services, 
but by the vast magnitude and variety 
of requirements that must be met. The 
Transportation Corps has always felt 
that those with whom it dealt and for 





whom transport service was provided 
were customers in as close to the com- 
mercial sense of the term as possible. 
The inter-service nature of MTMA brings 
the customer-supplier relationship into 
even sharper focus in expanding the 
“market,” or the number of persons to 
‘be served, and in meeting a multitude 
of needs. 

The Agency, of course, will have direct 
contact with its customers. Channels of 
responsibility have been’ established 
reaching from the Agency through the 
Chief of Transportation, the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Logistics, and the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Army (Logistics) 
to the Single Manager in the person of 
the Secretary of the Army; but the clos- 
est possible contact is maintained with 
all services so that traffic management 
functions may be immediately responsive 
to individual service needs. The staffing 
of headquarters and regional offices of 
MTMA with both military and civilian 
personnel of all services makes such con- 
tact easier. 

The organizational concept of MTMA 
does not correspond exactly to either the 
Military Sea Transportation Service or 
the Military Air Transport Service. 
MATS and MSTS, in their respective 
areas of air and sea transportation, serve 
both as coordinating agencies and as ac- 
tual carriers supplying particular trans- 
portation service. 

In effect, gathering traffic manage- 
ment activities into a single sheaf of re- 
sponsibilities as signed to MTMA author- 
izes the Agency to procure transport 
services within the United States rather 
than to provide such service itself. 

In addition, MSTS and MATS perform 
a service that may be regarded as global 
in nature, while MTMA is limited in that 
its traffic management responsibilities 
do not extend outside the country. Over- 
seas traffic management remains a 
theatre command responsibility. The 
Agency does, however, maintain close 
liaison with MATS and MSTS not only 
in the interests of coordinated action in 
solving the transport requirement prob- 
lems of the Department of Defense, but 
to ensure the most efficient and economi- 
cal utilization of such services. 


MTMA Functions 

The duties of an industrial traffic man- 
ager are so varied and complex that the 
scope of his activities frequently war- 
rants placement at the highest man- 
agerial level. The duties of MTMA, in- 
volving as they do movements of com- 
modities and personnel which cut across 
normal commercial traffic patterns, are 
staggering. MTMA must carry out traffic 
management functions formerly per- 
formed by the several military depart- 
ments involving the procurement and 
use of commercial transportation. With 
almost two million dollars worth of com- 
mercial transport service being used 
daily within the armed forces, the magni- 
tude of the task becomes apparent. 

Service and economy have become the 
watchwords of the Agency. Over 40 per 
cent of the federal budget has been de- 
voted to national defense, and no small 
portion of this amount must be used in 
meeting transportation costs. The ut- 
most vigilance is vital in securing the 
most for the traxpayer’s transportation 
dollar, while service is inseparable from 
operational efficiency and economy. 

The normal functions of the commer- 
cial traffic manager are, however, but 
one of the major areas of responsibility 
assigned to MTMA. The peacetime re- 
quirements of the military departments 
are difficult enough to meet; but the 
Agency must also be prepared to meet 
the truly astronomic requirements of a 
wartime economy. A private corpora- 
tion is able to estimate with a fair de- 
gree of precision the exigencies it ex- 
pects to face in the foreseeable future, 
and the limits to which it can expand 
to meet them. The military forces of our 
nation, on the other hand, must not only 
meet current and foreseeable require- 
ments, but situations which may never 
arise. These projected requirements have 
been considered by building into the or- 
ganizational structure of the Agency an 
ability to expand to meet them. 





Another area of responsibility is occa. 
sionally reflected in the duties of the 
industrial traffic manager. Many private 
firms have entered the field of private 
carriage by providing their own means 
of transportation. Although the armed 
forces also own or control a significant. 
ly large quantity of transport facilities 
—ranging from civilian-type sedans to 
aircraft and post utility railroads—com. 
petition with comparable civilian car. 
riers is avoided. Only in time of war, or 
when available commercial facilities are 
unable to meet military requirements, 
may such military-owned surface trans. 
portation be employed to supplement 
that available from commercial sources, 
MTMA, in consonance with the general 
concept of consolidating the manage. 
ment of traffic activities in a single agen. 
cy, is charged with planning for the use, 
control, and, when appropriate, the op- 
eration of such military transport fa. 
cilities. 

An important secondary mission of any 
military organization involves training 
for current personnel needs and emer. 
gency requirements. MTMA is, in con- 
sequence, prepared to discharge training 
responsibilities not only for the needs of 
the Agency itself, but for the depart- 
ments it serves. Although the Agency 
will be primarily civilian in composition, 
approximately 10 per cent of the as- 
signed personnel spaces will be military, 
partially to fulfill this training mission, 
and partially to staff positions which 
either by law or the nature of the duties 
required must be filled by uniformed per- 
sonnel. The Agency will review the traf- 
fic management curricula of the various 
service schools providing such instruc- 
tion. In addition, both military and civil- 
ian personnel of the Agency will receive 
further training by attending courses at 
service schools or selected colleges and 
universities, and through internships 
with private industry. 


Role of MTMA 

MTMaA has the distinction of being the 
first instrument through which the sin- 
gle manager concept is being applied to 
services instead of commodities. The ul- 
timate success of this foray into a serv- 
ice field will depend primarily on the 
ability of the Agency to function as a 
key link in the logistical channels of each 
military department. In effect, MTMA 
in traffic management must be all things 
to all services if it is to achieve the ex- 
pected operating economies. In this re- 
spect, the mission of the Agency is not 
only complex but multi-dimensional as 
well in providing a service to many or- 
ganizations of widely divergent charac- 
teristics and needs. 

The regulations and procedures of the 
various military services have been ana- 
lyzed; separate departmental regula- 
tions will be replaced by a single series 
of Military Traffic Management Regula- 
tions applicable to all services. These 
regulations are designed for the promul- 
gation of policy and instructions in non- 
technical language. Other publications 
will be used to provide professional guid- 
ance and instruction in the technical op- 
erating aspects of traffic management as- 
signed either to the military services or 
to the MTMA field offices. 

The printed word is to be supplement- 
ed by personal visits to operating agen 
cies not only of the Agency itself, but 
also to the local installations of the de 
partments which perform essentially 
shipper functions. These staff visits are 
designed to furnish specialized on-the- 
spot assistance and to ensure that a 
signed traffic management responsibil- 
ities are being discharged efficiently and 
economically. 

In extending the single manager plan 
into the common service field generally, 
and to traffic management specifically, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson announced: 

The clear purpose of this extension is 
to promote increased economies in 
utilization of manpower, materiel, and 
services. . . . The feasibility of further 
extension of this management technique 
will be determined later after careful 
study of possible savings and the adval- 
tages and disadvantages of this type of

tary effort of the country. 


The primary purpose of MTMA is to 
make the application “of this manage- 
ment technique” a success. 


The Military Traffic Management 
Agency, as the embodiment of this new 
concept of consolidated traffic manage- 
ment, faces a role of vital importance not 
only to a public interested in an effec- 
tive and economical government, but to 
entire military establishment in mould- 
ing the transportation resources of the 
nation to best meet current needs and 
future requirements in carrying on the 
daily work of the armed forces. Perhaps 
the best single statement of the purpose 
of MTMA is contained in the pages of 
the implementing directive, which en- 
visions the— 
proper coordination of matters of mutual 
interest aimed at eliminating duplica- 
tion and overlapping of effort between 
and among the military departments and 
improving the effectivenes sand economy 
of supply and service operations through- 
out the Department of Defense.

SINGLE MANAGER

for ocean transportation.

New Gas Mask For CBR Protection Is A Late Highlight 


In Army’s 1957 Weapons Progress; Stress Is On Weight Cut 


HE bulky canister-type gas mask soon 

may be eliminated from the Army as a 
result of a new development by the John 
T. Ryan Memorial Laboratory of the 
Mine Safety Appliance Co., Pittsburgh, 
Pa., and the Army Chemical Corps. 


The Company is producing a “revolu- 
tionary” protective mask which is de- 
signed to give the soldier complete pro- 
tection against inhalation of war gases, 
germ warfare agents and air-borne radio- 
active fall-out particles. 


A small number of the new masks al- 
ready have been delivered to the U. S. 
Army Chemical Center, Edgewood, Md., 
for final engineering tests. At the same 
time, production models have been sent 
to the Infantry Board of the U. S. Conti- 
nental Army Command for user tests 
prior to large scale production for troop 
use. 

The mask, conceived and developed un- 
der direction of Maj. Gen. William M. 
Creasy, USA, Chief Chemical Officer, is 
made of a new lightweight, pliable gas- 
aerosol filter material. Pads of the ma- 
terial are inclosed within cavities molded 
into the mask’s facepiece. 

The new mask is more comfortable 
than the current model, affords better 
vision and transmission of speech, and 
allows the wearer to breathe easily. 


NEW RIFLE 


Among the new developments which 
will have an impact on the Infantryman 
is the decision to replace a number of 
basic small arms with a new rifle and 
machine gun. Starting in 1960, the basic 
weapon will be the T-44 rifle, replacing 
the familiar M-1 which has been the 
standard rifle since 1936. The new weap-

When equipped with the heavy barrel and 
tripod, it weighs 13 pounds and is desig- 
nated the M-15.

GENERAL PURPOSE MACHINE GUN 

A new general purpose machine gun, 
developed by Army Ordnance and two 
commercial contractors—the Inland Di- 
vision of the General Motors Corp., Day- 
ton, Ohio, and the Bridge Tool and Die 
Works, Philadelphia, Pa.—has_ been 
adopted to replace the three machine 
guns now in use. The new gun, known 
as the M-60, weighs 23 pounds as com- 
pared to the 32 to 42 pound machine guns. 
‘rhe ability of the M-60 to replace the 
heavier water-cooled machine gun stems 
from a barrel and gas system that can be 
replaced in a matter of seconds. In addi- 
tion, the M-60 uses a chrome plates stel- 
lite-line barrel that increases its fire 
power. The gun fires 600 rounds per 
minute, is 43 inches long, is air cooled, gas 
operated, and is fed by a disintegrating 
metallic-link belt. 

Adoption of these two weapons reduces 
the family of small arms from seven to 
two. On the way out are the standard M-1 
rifle (Garand); the Browning automatic 
rifle, known as the BAR; the .30 caliber 
carbine; the M-3 sub-machine gun; the 
M1919A4 and M1919A6 air cooled machine 
guns; and the water cooled caliber .30 
machine gun. 

The new rifle and machine gun fire 7.62 
mm cartridge which will be common to 
NATO allies. 


REMOTE CONTROL TRACTOR 

A robot tractor that can be operated 
anywhere within range of radio is being 
tested by the U. S. Army Research and 
Development Laboratories, Fort Belvoir, 
Va. The prototype was manufactured by 
Le Tourneau-Westinghouse, Peoria, Ill. 
The army expects the robot to prove in- 
valuable in construction work in radio- 
active areas and combat zones, and in 
fighting large fuel storage fires. The ro- 
bot can be manipulated from a ground 
station or from a jeep or helicopter

MECHANICAL MINE PLANTER 


A mechanical mine planter, designed to 
slash the time required to lay an antitank 
minefield, has been developed by Ft. Bel- 
voir, Va., engineers and the International 
Harvester Co., Chicago, Ill. The machine 
carries mines in a “lazy suzan” type mag- 
azine which automatically feeds them 
into the planting mechanism. An elevat- 
ing plow opens a trench into which the 
mines are dropped and covers them over. 
The mines are activated during the oper- 
ation. The mine planter is mounted on 
pneumatic tires and can be pulled by any 
large crawler tractor. 


FOUR-ROTOR HELICOPTER 


Convertawings, Inc., Amityville, N. Y., 
has been awarded a research contract to 
test the four-rotor concept. In a four- 
rotor copter, known as a “quadrotor,” 
four small rotors replace the one or two 
large rotors normally used to lift a chop- 
per. The four-rotor type helicopter, by 
using small rotors and simpler rotor 
hubs, is designed to lift payloads more 
economically. 


TWO-PLACE OBSERVATION COPTER 


Design study contracts have been let 
to five helicopter manufacturers for study 
of a two-place observation helicopter. The 
primary missions of the copter will be 
battlefield route and position reconnais- 
sance, command liaison and transporta- 
tion courier operations, and primary 
training of helicopter pilots. The awards 
went to: Kellert Aircraft Corp., Willow 
Grove, Pa.; Hiller Helicopters, Inc., Palo 
Alto, Calif.; Doman Helicopters, Inc., Dan- 
bury, Conn.; Bell Helicopter Corp., Fort 
Worth, Tex.; and; Gyrodyne Company of 
American, Inc., St. James, N. Y. 


ELECTRON ACCELERATOR 


Varian Associated of Palo Alto, Calif., 
has been awarded a contract to build a 
high-power traveling-wave electron ac- 
celerator at the Army’s Ionizing Radia- 
tion Center at Sharpe General Depot, 
Stockton, Calif. It will be one of the most 
powerful ever built and will produce 18 
kilowatts of radiation power at 24 million 
electron volts. It is anticipated that the 
accelerator will be able to sterilize about 
3,000 pounds of 6-inch units of food per 
hour. The accelerator will be used by the 
Radiation Center in its investigation of 
ionizing radiation in the preservation of 
foods, leather, textiles and other mate- 
rials. 


SOLAR FURNACE 


A massive solar furnace capable of con- 
centrating the sun’s rays to produce tem- 
peratures comparable to those generated 
by an atomic explosion is being built at 
the Quartermaster Research and Engi- 
neering Center, Natick, Mass. The me- 
chanical framework, foundation, and 
drive mechanisms are being built by the 
D. S. Kennedy & Co., Cohasset, Mass. The 
device will be used for laboratory testing 
of Quartermaster designed materials in- 
tended for the protection of military per- 
sonnel against thermal effects of atomic 
and other weapons. 


RADAR MORTAR LOCATOR 


Production models of a new radar mor- 
tar locator are being built by the General 
Electric Corp. which have a built-in elec- 
tronic brain that can find an enemy posi- 
tion in a few seconds. Using a new beam 
technique, the locator, known as the 
AN/MP@Q-4, has a longer range than any 
known mortar built today. It is compact 
and mobile. Everything needed to operate 
it, with the exception of its power supply, 
is mounted on a two-wheel trailer, It is 
possible to operate the locator by remote 
control from a foxhole about 150 yards 
away. This feature protects the operator 
if the set comes under enemy fire. 


RADIO PHOTOGRAPH SYSTEM 


The fastest known means of flashing 
a photograph from one spot to another 
by use of a new facsimile set has been 
developed by the Army Signal Corps. 

The first model was built by the Times 





Facsimilie Corp., N. Y. The portable sys- 
tem can put a high-quality reconnais- 
sance photo in the hands of a command 
headquarters five minutes after the click 
of the camera’s shutter. The entire sys- 
tem fits easily into the back of a jeep or 
car. It could be mounted on a reconnais- 
sance plane or helicopter, allowing an 
aerial photographer to send surveillance 
pictures continually to a battle headquar- 
ters, 


NUCLEAR POWER REACTOR 


The Army’s first nuclear power reactor 
for generating electricity was placed into 
operation on 29 April at the U. S. Army 
Engineering Center, Ft. Belvoir, Va. The 
reactor was built by Alco Products, Inc., 
Schenectady, N. Y. 


SUN-OPERATED RADIO HELMET 


The helmet radio being developed by 
the Army soon may make use of sunlight 
to obtain all the electrical power needed 
to operate its transmitter and receiver 
for as long as a year. The radio compo- 
nents are being built by Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, The helmet radio is ap- 
proaching final design at the U. S. Army 
Signal Engineering Laboratories, Fort 
Monmouth, N. J. 


LIGHT ASSAULT BOAT 
& CABINET COOKSET 


A new lightweight assault boat has 
been developed by the U. S. Army Corps 
of Engineers’ Research and Development 
Laboratories, Fort Belvoir, Va. The boat 
carries 15 men and can attain speeds up 
to 7.1 miles-per-hour using a 25 horse- 
power outboard motor. The neophrene- 
coated nylon boat is divided into six com- 
partments by bulkheads within the main 
flotation tube. As many as four compart- 
ments could be damaged without putting 
the boat out of commission. 

Another new Army development is a 
cabinet cookset capable of feeding 50 men 
and needing only 11 repair parts instead 
of the 49 required in existing field stoves. 
The new cookset consists of a cabinet, 
utensils and a gasoline burning fire unit. 
The new unit weighs 114 as compared to 
137 for the field range. 

Contracts have not yet been awarded 
for the light assault boat and the cabinet 
cookset. 





CPL. TO SERGEANT 


The Defense Department, which 
recently has O.K.’d release of de- 
tails on the Navy Bullpup and 
Army Hawk missiles shortly is ex- 
pected to make known details 
about another new Army missile.

“Qualified Products List Summary” 


Important To Suppliers, AMC Stresses 


Manufacturers are being urged by 
the Air Material Command, Wright-Pat- 


terson AFB, Ohio, to become more fa- | 
| introduce a more competitive aspect into 


miliar with the “Qualified Products List 
Summary.” This is a summary of the 
“Provisions Governing Applications for 
Military Qualified Products List.” 

AMC officials explain that many Air 
Force contracts contain provisions limit- 
ing procurement to those items contained 
on the applicable Qualified Products List. 
This limitation excluded many manufac- 
turers who have not previously had their 
product placed on the “QPL” from re- 
ceiving consideration when procurement 
actions take place. In some instances it 
resulted in procurement from a _ sole 
source. 


TO OVERCOME SUCH PROCURE- 
MENT ACTIONS, AMC, in conjunction 
with the Air Research and Development 
Command’s Wright Air Development 
Center, has undertaken a definite pro- 
gram pointing out to manufacturers the 
importance of having their product 
placed on the “QPL.” One aspect of the 


program involves contacting all manu- | 


facturers on the appropriate source list, 
when a particular product is contem- 
plated for procurement, and informing 
manufacturer that their products would 
be considered if it were placed on the 
applicable Qualified Products List. 

A second aspect of the program is that 
AMC and WADC are attempting to as- 
certain more definitely that an item 
which is to be covered by the “QPL” 
procedure is planned for procurement. 
This is being accomplished to keep the 
“QPL” list at a workable minimum. 

AMC and WADC officials feel that em- 





phasising the importance of the “QPL” 
List to manufacturers will result in 
broadening the procurement base and 


procurement actions. They also point out 
that pre-placement of an item on the 


| “QPL” is advantageous to both manu- 


facturers and the Air Force as it results 
in a saving of time, reduces cost of repeti- 
tive testing and additional performance 
data is acquired which may supplement 
current technical knowledge. 


MANUFACTURERS WHO WISH TO 
APPLY for official qualifications should 
therefore acquaint themselves with the 
details as stated in the “QPL Summary.” 
That summary includes a requirement 
that an applicant manufacturer certify, 
with his application, that he has deter- 
mined from actual tests that the product 
he is submitting complies with the re- 
quirements of the applicable specifica- 


| tion. These pre-certification tests by the 


manufacturer include his running the 
product through the qualification tests 
outlined in the specification. 

The Air Force issues instructions as 
to the manner and place of official quali- 
fication testing, as well as other neces- 
sary details not included in the “QPL 
Summary.” 

Manufacturers, both at the prime con- 
tracting and sub-contracting levels, de- 
siring to obtain specific details of the 
qualification tests and other information 
should request copies of specifications 
and the “QPL Summary” from the Com- 
mander, Air Materiel Command, Atten- 
tion: Technical and Procurement Data 
Branch (MCSIFS), Wright Patterson Air 
Force Base, Ohio.

highly populated areas of the States. 

HAWK (Raytheon Manufacturing Co.) 

is the newest in the Army’s missile 
family. It is 16 feet long and 14 inches in 
diameter. It is designed to destroy at- 
tacking planes at even the lowest alti- 
tudes and can be used at fixed positions 
or hauled along with troops. 

NIKE-HERCULES (Western Electric 
Co., The Bell Telephone Laboratories, 
and Douglas Aircraft Co.)—the second 
land-based surface-to-air system, it can 
engage enemy planes at longer ranges 
and higher altitudes than the Ajax. The 
Hercules, a dart-shaped missile is 27 feet 
long with a 14.5-foot booster. Fired by 
remote control, the Hercules electronical- 
ly acquires the target. It is shot to high 
speed by a solid propellant rocket and 
accelerated by a solid sustainer motor. 

SURFACE-TO-SURFACE 

CORPORAL (Firestone Tire and Rub- 
ber Co. and Gilfillan Brothers, Inc.)— 
can be fitted with a conventional or atom- 
ic warhead and engage targets more than 
75 miles away. It is intended to give a 
battlefield commander tne capability of 
striking deep in the enemy’s rear. Cor- 
poral battalions— each consisting of 259 
men and two batteries—have been de- 
ployed to Europe. The missile is powered 
by a liquid propellant motor. 

REDSTONE (Chrysler Corp.)—-which 
soon will be introduced into Field Artil- 
lery Missile Battalions, will extend and 
supplement the range and fire power of 
conventional guns. The conical-nosed 
missile is 69 feet long and has a diameter 
of about 70 inches. It travels at several 
times the speed of sound and can carry 
high explosives or atomic warheads. 

JUPITER (Chrysler Corp.)—is an in- 
termediate-range ballistic missile ca- 
pable of being launched from land, which 
the Army Ballistic Missile Agency be- 
gan to develop under a high priority 
early in 1956. 

LACROSSE (Glenn L. Martin Co.) 
is a general support field artillery mis- 
sile for use in close tactical support of 
the Infantry. It can be brought to bear 
on a target as quickly as a 105mm 
howitzer. The weapon is powered by a 
solid propellant motor, The Lacrosse sys- 
tem includes the missile, a launcher 
mounted on a standard Army truck, and 
other ground equipment. 

DART (Aerophysics Development 
Corp.)—is an anti-tank missile, designed 
to afford greater probability of a first 
round hit. A front line weapon, the Dart 
carries a warhead capable of destroying 
the heaviest known armor. It can be fired 
from a launcher mounted on a variety 
of vehicles. 


NAVY 
AIR-TO-AIR 


SIDEWINDER (Philco Corp., and Gen- 


eral Electric Co.)—is designed to operate 
against high-performance planes. It can 
destroy aircraft from sea level to alti- 
tudes of more than 50,000 feet. It will be 
employed in the defense of the conti- 
nental United States and will be used by 
the Air Force. One of the Navy’s least 
expensive missiles, the Sidewinder has 
few moving parts and no more electronic 
parts than a regular radio. 

SPARROW I (Sperry Gyroscope Co.), 
SPARROW II (Douglas Aircraft), and, 
SPARROW III (Raytheon Manufactur- 
ing Co.)—Type I is operational in the 
Fleet as a defense against attacks by jet 
bombers and fighters. It is about 12 feet 
long, weighs about 300 pounds, and is 
powered by a solid propellant motor. It 
can be used against single or groups of 
attacking planes.

PETREL (Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Corp.)—an operational missile 
which will be used chiefly against enemy 
ships at sea.

BULLPUP (The Martin Co.)—is the 
newest missile about which the Navy has

It is being designed to 
be launched from attack aircraft well 
outside the range of enemy ground fire. 
It will be used in attacks against pill- 
boxes, tanks, trucks, truck convoys, ships, 
rail marshalling yards and tracks. 
SURFACE-TO-SURFACE 

REGULUS I (Chance Vought Aircraft 
Co.) and REGULUS II (same company) 

Type I, resembling a _ conventional 
swept-wing fighter about 30 feet long, 
was the Navy’s first operational missile. 
It was designed for launching from vari- 
ous types of ships, including submarines. 

Type II is an advanced version of Type 
I which fires further and faster. Since 
the introduction of Type II into the 
Fleet, Type I has been modified to a “re- 
coverable” version as an economy move. 
Type I now is used primarily to train 
missilemen. It flies pilotless missions and 
lands to be flown again. As many as 16 
flights have been made by a single mis- 
sile. 

POLARIS (Lockheed Aircraft Co., 
Aerojet General Corp., Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, General Electric 
Corp., Interstate Electronic Corp., and 
Westinghouse Corp.)—is the Navy’s In- 
termediate Range Ballistic Missile in the 
early stages of development. The objec- 
tive of the program is to design a sys- 
tem which will be able to fire with pin- 
point accuracy from a ship at sea. The 
problem is complicated by the fact that 
ships pitch and roll. A slight movement 
of the ship at the critical time of launch- 
ing could throw a missile miles off its 
target. 

SURFACE-TO-AIR 

TERRIER (Convair Division of the 
General Dynamics Corp.)—is a needle- 
nosed weapon which can “home” in on 
attacking aircraft under all weather con- 
ditions. It travels at about 1,500 miles- 
per-hour and weighs about 1.5 tons. It 
has an effective range of approximately 
10 miles. It is operational aboard the 
guided missile cruiser USS Boston and 
USS Canberra, and the guided missile 
destroyer USS Gyatt. Its automatic 
“coke-handling” system is a product of 
Northern Ordnance Inc. 

TALOS (Bendix Aviation Corp.)—can 
carry either a conventional or atomic 
warheads. It is larger than the Terrier 
and has a longer range. It will form the 
major armament of the light cruiser USS 
Galveston which is undergoing conver- 
sion. The Galveston will be commissioned 
in April 1958. Two other missile cruisers 
will follow her into the Fleet a year later, 
the USS Little Rock and USS Oklahoma 
City. 

TARTAR (Convair Division of the Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corp.)—is a small missile 











which will go aboard destroyers and | 


serve as the secondary missile aboard 
larger ships. It will replace five-inch 


gun mounts. In March, the Navy an- | 


nounced that contracts had been award- 
ed for construction of eight guided mis- 
sile destroyers to carry Tartar. 


AIR FORCE 
SURFACE-TO-SURFACE 

MATADOR (Glenn L. Martin Co.)— 
has been operational since March 1954. 
A subsonic weapon, it is 39.6 feet long 
and has a 28.7 foot wingspan. Designated 
the TM-61, it is controlled in flight by 
a ground crew and can deliver high ex- 
plosives or atomic warheads to targets 
several hundred miles distant. The TM-61 
is being replaced by the TM-61C which 
has a greater range and an improved 
guidance system. It travels at about 650 
miles-per-hour and attains altitudes up 
to 35,000 feet. 

SNARK (Northrop Aircraft, Inc.)—is a 
winged pilotless bomber and is the first 
U. S. long-range missile to be test flown. 
In production for assignment to the 
Strategic Air Command, it has been test 
flown in the neighborhood of 3,000 miles. 

NAVAHO (North American Aviation, 
Inc.)—is a long-range strategic missile 
undergoing tests. 

ATLAS (Convair Division of the Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corp.) and TITAN (Glenn 
L. Martin Co.)—both are intercontinental 
ballistic missiles in the development 
stage. 

THOR (Douglas Aircraft Co.)—is an 
intermediate range missile in the devel- 
opment stage. Many of the missile sub- 
components will be identical with the 
ICBM missiles. Use of ICBM parts is ex- 
pected to reduce the overall cost of the 
program. 

AIR-TO-AIR 

FALCON (Hughes Aircraft Co.)—the 
six foot-long missile weighs slightly more 
than 100 pounds and is equipped with 
a solid rocket propellant motor. It is 
carried under the wing of a plane in a

Marine Corps planes carry both the 
SPARROW and SIDEWINDER missiles, 
As part of the Navy’s air arm, Marine 
Corps Aviation standards in the air-to- 
air category are set by the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. Marine Aviation, however, 
is consulted and makes recommenda- 
tions about missiles which it determines 
are best suited to its basic mission. 

SURFACE-TO-AIR 

The TERRIER missile is operational 
in Force level Marine Corps organiza- 
tions. The Corps uses the Terrier as a 
mobile weapon and transports it and 
its trailer-launcher by truck for perime- 
ter defense against enemy planes, In 
certain tactical situations, the missile 
would be sent down the line to the di- 
vision level. 

The Defense Department has revealed 
that the Marine Corps plans to adopt a 
mobile version of the Army’s HAW& for 
defense against air attacks. 

SURFACE-TO-SURFACE

SAC Allocates Million 
For Welfare Activities 


More than a million dollars in non 
appropriated funds has been approved 
for distribution to SAC bases by the com- 
mand welfare fund council. 

More than half of the total, $620,000, 
was awarded to the former Northeast 
Air Command bases recently assigned to 
SAC and now a part of the Eighth Air 
Force. They include Goose AB, Thule AB, 
Ernest Harmon AFB, Sondrestrom AB, 
and Narsarssuak AB, plus tenant units 
at Frobisher Bay and Torbay, Canada. 

The remainder, amounting to $509,306, 
was approved for SAC’s bases in the 
United States, and Ramey AFB, P. R. 
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
